Mayor J. C. Ellis Makes | 
Some Very Pertinent 
Statements 


Members of the City Council met in 
what proved to be one of the stormiest 
sessions of that body ever held in this 
city last Tuesday evening with all the 


for his opinion in the matter. 

At this juncture the fireworks began 
when Councilman Dale moved that the 
City Attorney be instructed to draw up 


members of the board present and a 
packed house to witness the proceed- 
ings. 


a resolution setting the date for the 
recall election asked for in a petition 
which was filed with the board at a 
previous date. 

At this point City Attorney Whit- 
worth rose to his feet and asked for 
permission to speak which was granted. 

The following is in subtance the 
statement of the opinion rendered by 
Whitworth in connection with the re- 
call petition: 

“When a duly certified recall pe- 
tition is submitted to the City Coun- 
cil, it becomes the duty of that body 
under the law to call an election. That 
duty is mandatory only when a duly 
certified and sufficient petition is pre- 
sented; it is not mandatory if the pe- 
tition is insufficient in form or in sub- 
stance. The City Council is vested with 
no discretion to review the action of 
the city clerk in respect to the recall 
petition; that is, in the sense that the 
clerk’s certificate conclusively estab- 
lishes those things which it is the duty 
of the clerk to do, the certificate is 
final and not subject to revision by the 
Council. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that the certificate is final as to 
those things which it is not the duty 
of the clerk to do, nor is it final if the 
clerk has failed to perform her duty. 
The duty of the clerk in respect to such 
petition is to examine and from the 
records of registration ascertain wheth- 
er or not the petition is signed by the 
requisite number of qualified voters, 
and to attach to the petition her cer- 
tificate showing the result of such ex- 
amination. The clerk’s certificate is 
likewise not final on the questions of 
fraud or forgery, and consequently 
these various matters are proper sub- 
jects to be passed upon by the City 
Council. To the extent indicated the 
question of whether the City Council 
is justified in any particular case in 
refusing to call an election will de- 
pend upon the facts presented.” 

Before taking the vote on the matter 
Mayor J. C. Ellis rose to his feet and 
stated that he had something to say 
in regard to the matter, and his talk 
was both forceful and convincing. 

Ellis began his talk with the state-| 
ment that he had given the matter 
very serious consideration and that it 
was a very serious matter. He stated 
that on the 30th of August Councilman 
came to his place of business and said 
that he had had someone watching the 
police department for some time and 
that they hag been accepting money 
from the Chinese in Chinatown. 

Ellis said that Weeden told him that 
he and Councilman Dale wished him tc 
accompany them to Chinatown that 
evening and that the Chinaman would 
pass some marked bills ($80) to Officer 
Eddie Feeley that night at eight o’clock 

The time was later changed to nine 
o’clock as the Chinaman would not be 
there at that time. 

The three men, Weeden, Dale and

As a resident, elector and tax payer 
of the City of Menlo Park, and as 4 
signer of the petition on file in the of- 
fice of the clerk of said city demand- 
ing the recall from office of Alfred 
E. Blake and Alexander Walker, trus- 
tees and members of the City Council 
of Menlo Park and demanding the 
calling of a special election for the 
purpose of recalling said persons from 
office and the election of a successor 
to each of said Trustees and Members 
of said City Council, I hereby demand 
that said City Council forthwith cause 
a special election to be held within 
the time provided by law to determine 
whether the voters of said City of 
Menlo Park will recall said Trustees 
and Members of said City Council of 
said City of Menlo Park, Alfred E.

Two Sides To 
The Musical Question 


The student of music should de- 
velope his musical appreciation as well 
as his musical technique. As he goes to 
the teacher, he usually receives sound 
technical preparation. It is certain. 
however, that his understanding of 
music is always greater than his ability 
to execute. 

For that reason every earnest lover 
of good music should attend concerts, 
recitals, study clubs, and all other 
methods of developing his musical life. 

I can very well remember that some 
of the greatest lessons which I receiv- 
ed in over thirty years of musical study 
were not given by some of the masters 
at whose feet I sat, but were rather 
had in the hearing of some of the 
great symphony orchestras, chorale so- 
cieties, and artists of like calibre. 

This article does not, in any way, 
discount the work of the teacher, but 
merely suggests @ supplement to that 
work. The average music student is in- 
different to concerts because he feels 
he is going some place to hear some- 
thing highbrow. This indifference is 
based only on a lack of understanding 
and if the students will pay attention 
to such means of musical advancement 
as I have suggested over a period of 
one year, he will be almost certain tc 
continue the use of such methods for 
the rest of his life.

Menlo Park is in line for a fine new 
Theatre Building to be erected on San- 
ta Cruz avenue between the Highway 
and Doyle street, the cost of which 
will be in the neighborhood of $40,000. 

The building to be a class A concrete 
structure containing on its lower floor 
three stores in addition to the theatre 
auditorium which will have a seating 
capacity of about 800 persons. A pas- 
sage extending from the front of the 
building to the rear and across the 
rear on an alley will provide ample and 
rapid means of exit in case of an 
emergency. The upper floor will con- 
tain club rooms that will front on 
Santa Cruz avenue. 

The new building will be strictly 
modern and up-to-date in all of its 
fittings and a fine heating and venti- 
lating system will be installed, in fact 
nothing will be overlooked that will 
make for the comfort and conveni- 
ence of the tenants and patrons of the 
structure. 

It is expected that work will be start 
jed as soon as a permit can be ob- 
tained from the City Council. 

This is but the first of many new 
buildings and new business enterprises 
that will come into town as soon as 
the city government is stabalized, and 
capitalists and business men can be as 
sured of what the future of the city 
will be.
